Racing Trip Frowned Upon 
By Church Rector; Old Head 
With Nerve Is Valuable 


It was sad to know that the Ponte- 
fract meeting we attended at the end 
of October was the final flat race 
fixture in the north for 1941. No 
one will be more sorry than the 
troops and their officers who have 
found so pleasant a relaxation and 
preak in the race meetings they have 
peen able to attend. Those of us 
who are officially connected with 
the turf will for many months lose 
contacts which have become part ot 
our lives, for many of those _ pro- 
minent at the flat racing game rare- 
ly put in an appearance during the 
National Hunt season. 





Much will have happened ere once 
more we meet under Jockey Ciub 
Rules, and in the meantime we must 
keep flying the flag of faith, hope 
and continuity—the latter despite 
all the opposition of opportunist 
“anti’s’, who have used the war as 
a means to increase their attacks 
upon sport. Last week only a nice, 
kind, charitable parson, the Rev. A. 
Beale, who is rector of Kildele, 
made an unrestrained attack upon 
me because J had travelled 180 miles 
to a race meeting. Amongst other 
titles this gentleman has bestowed 
upon me are “selfish cad’’, ‘‘repre- 
hensible criminal’, and ‘“purblind 
fool.”

There are not a few chaplains to 
the forces who have thanked us for 
keeping racing going and who have 
joined the troops in the paddock, so 
we must not judge them all by the 
Rey. A. Beale. Incidentally my legal 
advisors are considering whether he 
is worth powder and shot to take to 
court to eat his words. 

No Certainty in Racing 

Before the final race at Ponte- 
fract Mr. Jack Colling and [I were 
talking when someone remarked to 
Colling ‘This should be a certainty 
for you with Mr. Sellers”. To this 
the Newmarket trainer replied ‘‘The 
only racing certainty I know of is a 
race in which there are only two 
runners, and one of them has _ its 
legs tied up.” But Mr. Sellers (pro- 
moted from selling races to handi- 
caps, and carrying 8st 11) won com- 
fortably and at 5 to 1. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Coll- 
ing fancied his runner a good deal, 
but the Bolton stable fancied The 
Drummer still more. He, like Ownes- 
town, however, seems to be a light 
of other days. AS a shrewd judge 
remarked at Pontefract ‘‘They don’t 
get any faster as their teeth get 
longer.”’ 

French Jockeys Riding 

G. Bridgland, the French jockey, 
who at Pontefract rode and won on 
Quick Arrow (who thereby incurred 
a 10 lb. penalty for the Manchester 
November Handicap,) informed me 
that when the war is over his pre- 
sent intention is not to return to 
France, He told me there is racing 
2 or 3 days a week in France and 
that most of the best known French 
jockeys are still riding at Paris, 
Longchamps and elsewhere. 

Bridgland, who has done well this 
season, is in love with English rac- 
ing and speaks with gratitude (per- 
haps some little surprise) of the 
kindness he has received from Eng- 
lish jockeys. I gather from what he 
says that the same courtesy in the 
jockeys’ room, and the same fairness 
on the course, is not always extend- 
ed to strangers whén they go to 
France to ride. There a good deal of 
jealousy exists between jockeys and 
particularly when an_ interloper 
arrives. 

J. Dyson, whom we have not seen 
racing for some months, turned up 
at Pontefract and had a ride or two. 
He told me that he is engaged on 
war work and has not been able to 
get away to race meetings. AS a mat- 
ter of fact he had that day finished 
his duties but a few minutes before 
noon. 

An Old Head is Valuable 

Owing to the big fields at both 
Pontefract and Salisbury, and to a 
number of Jockeys in the services 
being unable to get leave, there was 
at both meetings tremendous com- 
petition to secure jockeys with the 
result that some of the younger 
brigade could have had 4 or 5 
mounts in every race, and some of 
the veterans got more riding than 
they ever thought would again come 
their way. The latter showed us 
than an old head-is worth a good 
deal, so long as nerve has not gone 
when it comes to racing ’round 
turns amongst a crowd of runners. 

Racing Bareback 

One jockey riding at Pontefract 
found that he has put on weight to 
such an extent that his future is in 
jeopardy. He wanted to ride with- 
out a saddle, but this, of course, was 
not allowed for safety reasons and 
also because of difficulties which 
might arise at scale. Some of us re~ 
called when the South American 
jockey, Gabriel Torterolo, caused 
quite a stir at scale both at York 
and Derby by insisting on weighing 
out without a saddle. I saw his 
mount Pillo (chestnut colt by Rae- 





burn, which went to South America 
in 1913), in the paddock at Derby 
with only a surcingle on. He had won 
the Great Northern at York, the

Ever since the inception of the Middleburg Hunt Races these two score 
years ago, the name of Louie Leith has been tantamount with that of sport 
and racing in the Northern Virginia Piedmont country. Consequently it was 
a natural action that the Middleburg Hunt Race Assn., Committee took, to 
change the name of the feature race of the spring meeting, from The Middle- 
burg Cup Steeplechase to The Louie Leith Cup. 

For many years the Middleburg Cup race has been one of the outstanding 
races over timber at the hunt meetings, ranking in importance and history 
with the leading features of the best fixtures. It has been run for 21 years, 
it is to enjoy its 22nd renewal this Saturday, April 11, when its first renewal 
will be held without benefit of Louie Leith, who has taken an active part in 
all runnings, either as an owner or a rider or as an official and Member of the 
Middleburg Hunt Race Committee. 

Louie Leith was one of the founders of foxhunting and cross-country rac- 
ing in Virginia, on the scale that these sports are enjoyed today. A veteran 
foxhunter, sportsman, horseman, Louie Leith’s passing was a sorrowful loss 
to his many friends in the American sporting world. As a rider, he was one 
of the most spirited and capable cross-country men in the game. The re- 
naming of this well known four mile classic over timber, ‘‘The Louie Leith 
Cup” invests a new and doubly valued heritage to the already prized event. 

To obtain a suitable challenge cup for this race, friends of Louie Leith 
have undertaken a public subscription from the many who knew him, raced 
with him, hunted with him and are akin to the sporting life that he led. 
These friends, in taking up this subscription, wish further to get necessary 
funds at the same time to insure the presentation of appropriate permanent 
trophies for a period of years, while this challenge cup is in competition. It 
is to be hoped that as many as possible of Louie Leith’s friends will be able 
to contribute, that this memorial responsibility will not be left to a few. 

The Middleburg Cup Steeplechase has been run for years without a cup 
for challenge competition. The Louie Leith Cup will provide a splendid 
trophy in the name of one of Middleburg racing’s greatest benefactors. There 
is undoubted incentive for all who knew him to be numbered among the 
subscribers for this cup, which will not only perpetuate a name paramount 
in Middleburg racing annals, but will also serve to increase the importance 
of this timber feature, while acting as a stimulation to a type of racing so 
very inherent to American ‘cross-country riding and foxhunting.

Quarterhorse in the same race was 
also a poor one, Neither of them was 
good enough to even compete in any 
of the 21 championship Quarterhorse 
trials that have just been completed 
here in Tucson. 

“The Blood Horse’’ gives the re- 
cord of Tetros Jr. in a rather sneer- 
ing way saying that he started 6 
times as a 2-year-old being 2nd in 
his 1st start and winning his 2ud and 
running unplaced_ thereafter, but 
they omitted to say that he was cut 
down from behind very badly in his 
3rd start and from then on should 
not have been raced at all until this 
year. However bad as he may or may 
not be, he is no worse in his breed 
than Bartender in his. 

During the recent champion trials 
here, I was jumped on from _ all 
sides because of that article in “The 
Blood Horse’’, and that is why I am 
writing this. There were many men 
here at these races who would gled- 
ly back Shoo Fly for anything from 
$5,000 to $25,000 against any Thor- 
oughbred in a 1-4 mile race from a 
mechanical gate. This mare, by the 
way, in the final race, grabbed her 
quarter and cut herself quite badly 
at the start fell to her knees, lost at 
least ten lengths thereby, got up and 
beat Don Manners of the King 
Ranch, in 22 2-5 secs. 

Do not forget this is not from a 
flying start and a flag. The time is 
taken from the instant the gate 
springs open. Now Don Manners may 
not be the best Thoroughbred in the 
world, but he was good enough to 
run a very close 2nd the day the 
3-8 record was set at Santa Anita, 
and yet a GOOD = Quarterhorse, 
though lame at the time, could give 
him a 10 length start and beat him. 
Ask the King Ranch what they think 
about any Thoroughbreds chances 
of beating Shoo Fly. Their Boojum 
colt would not even enter in the 
same race, and picked a softer spot. 
Their trainer after much badgering 
by other horsemen, finally was en- 
ticed to back his mare not to he 
beaten by more than a length, and 
lost his bet. 

This question of Quarterhorse 
versus Thoroughbred will probably 
never be settled to the satisfaction 
of Eastern men, but I do not fina 
any of the Thoroughbred men on 
the coast willing to take up any of 
the bets offered around here by per- 
fectly reliable ranchers who are 
willing to back their horses. 

I hope if you print this ‘“‘The Blood 
Horse’”’ will pick it up in fairness.

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Position Of Farmer Who Butchers Enough Farm-Raised 
Meat To Provide His Family With Well-Rounded 
Diet Is An Enviable One In These Times

In these days of rising food costs, 
the position of the farmer who each 
year butchers enough farm raised 
meat to provide the family with a 
well-rounded diet of fresh and pre- 
served meats is an enviable one. Yet 
there are still many farmers who do 
the advantage to take a 
healthy cut out of the high cost of 
living, simply because they think 
butchering and handling meat is too 
complicated a for them. 
Actually, with careful planning and 
a little intelligent study, there is 
nothing very complex about it at all.

And right here is a good place -to 
point out that only healthy animals 
should be selected for the family 
larder. While cooking properly rend- 
ers most meat safe for use, there is 
danger from handling meat from a 
diseased animal, Cleanliness is vital 
some danger from handling mear 
from a diseased animal. Cleanliness 
is vital to success in keeping meat 
with out spoilage in all operations 
from butchering down to the final 
curing process.

Another important item in pre- 
venting future trouble is the way the 
animals are handled before being 
killed, They should be deprived of 
all feed for 24 hours before being 
killed, but should have plenty of 
fresh water. This will empty the in- 
ternal organs and also will aid in 
getting a good bleed, an important 
factor in getting the meat to cure 
properly. Also they should not be 
excited or overheated as this raises 
the body temperature and causes a 
feverish condition that has a ten- 
dency to sour the meat. And about 
the worst thing possible is to ciout 
the animal with a club while prepar- 
ing for the kill. This causes the blood 
to collect at the bruised spot and if 


it happens to be on a ham, or should- 
er, or bacon it must be trimmed be- 
fore going into the cure or it will 
sour. In the case of hogs and lambs, 
sticking without stunning is pre- 
ferable as they bleed much better. 
Because of the size of beef animals 
they usually must be stunned first. 

After dressing the next step is 
chilling, as it is impossible to do a 
neat job of cutting the carcass be- 
fore it is thoroughly chilled out. 
Meat never should be allowed to 
freeze before the body heat has been 
chilled out of it, as this is often the 
cause of souring. Butchering in the 
afternoon when the temperature is 
just a little above freezing and let- 
ting the meat cool out at night is 
the best procedure, [f the weather is 
not cool enough to chill the meat, 
hog carcasses can be cut into halves 
or quarters and chilled in an _ ice 
brine made by adding 3 pounds cf 
salt to 1-3 barrel of water and add- 
ing chunks of ice. 


Meat can be preserved for future 
use by 2 methods, curing or can- 
ning. The basic element of curing is 
the use of salt to combat bacterial 
action in the tissues of the meat. 
The secret of a successful cure is in 
the use of the right amount of salt 
and allowing it sufficient time to 
penetrate. A coarse grade of salt is 
best to use. Too much salt will im- 
pair the flavor of the meat and too 
little will result in spoilage. Brown 
or granulated sugar or molasses is 
sometimes used to counteract the 
hardening effect of salt, and to im- 
prove the flavor. 


For either of the 2 main methods 
of curing, dry or brine, the same in- 
gredients are used. The dry cure, in 
which the salt is applied directly to 
the meat is quicker, gives a stronger 
cure, and shrinks or dries the meat 
out more. With a brine cure, in 
which the meat is immersed in a 
solution of water and salt, a more 
favorable flavor results and there 
in less shrinkage. In preparing the 
meat for curing, each piece is rub- 
bed with coarse salt and piied on a 
table to drain for about 20 hours. 
It is very important to force as much 
salt as possible in next to the bone 
at both ends of hams and shoulders. 
This is sometimes done by means of 
a special syringe-like instrument 
which forces a brine into the inter- 
ior of the meat. 


Smoking meat does not preserve it 
as is commonly supposed. It adds 
flavor and color to the meat, how- 
ever, and aids somewhat in preser- 
vation by drying it. Hardwood or 
corncobs are generally used _ for 
smoking. A much easier and very 
satisfactory way to get the smoked 
flavor in meat is to use a commercial 
product known as smoke salt, This 
has the advantage of combining the

Cured meat can be stored by wrap- 
ping each piece first in unbleached 
muslin or cheesecloth and then in 
heavy paper, after which it is plac- 
ed in a bag and hung in a cool, dry, 
dark, well-ventilated room. Borax 
dusted over the meat will protect it 
from skippers, the larvae of the 
small black fly. 


Meat can be canned as soon as the 
animal heat is out of it, and provides 
a safe and economical means of prc- 
serving it for future use. Good re- 
sults depend on using a good quality @ 
meat, cleanliness, proper  prepara- 
tion, a tight seal, complete destruc- 
tion of all organisms that might 
cause spoilage, and correct storage, 
A pressure cooker should be used if 
at all possible, but the water bath 
or oven should not be used for can- 
ning meat,

Hounds met at 10 at John Wilson’s 
about 2 miles from the kennels, with 
the same wind blowing. Tom again 
knew exactly where to find a hare 
so we were off on the run in about 
3 minutes after hounds had tumbled 
out of the van. This time we had 
only 7 couples but they made up for 
the small number with great cry as 
they raced along. 

Another hare got up as we were 
hunting, which didn’t help matters 
at all, but the pack soon got together 
again and hunted their original jack 
into a bottom where they lost her. 
Tom has a rather unique “way of 
marking his jacks when he stocks 
his country—he paints their ears 
red! The paint lasts about a year 
so he always knows whether he is 
hunting an old native or one of the 
current year’s supply. All the jacks 
we hunted in the 2 days had per- 
fectly jackrabbit-colored ears, so 
they must have been out at least one 
year if not longer. 

When we lost this jack, Tom said 
he knew where another one could be 
found without much drawing, but 
that we had better take hounds there 
in the van to save time. We had 
gone about a mile when he yelled 
out, from the rear of the van where 
he was riding with hounds to keep 
peace, to pull up alongside the road. 


“That”, he announced, pointing to 
a dark spot in a corn field, ‘is a 
hare’. Sure enough it was, and “it” 
went away, right into the wind, 
likety-split.

The Quarterhorse “speed trials’, 
highlight of winter racing in Tucson, 
Ariz., were concluded Thursday, 
Feb. 19 with Shoo-Fly, a sorrel mare 
(sired by a Quarterhorse stallion 
named Cowboy, and out of a mare, 
Lady Luck), named as champion 
sprinter of the 3-day meet. 


The mare ran a 1-4 mile in 22 
3-10 seconds, in the championship 
finals, to beat a field of 3 other 
horses, winners of their respective 
races in the previous 2 days. These 
included Nobody’s Friend, 3-year-old 
black stud, sired by the Whitney 
stallion, Boojum, and owned by the 
King Ranch of Texas; Clabber, a 
noted Arizona Quarterhorse; and 
Joe Thom, another heavy type 
Quarterhorse stud, owned by the 
Tom L. Burnett estate, of Fort 
Worth. 


The mare was left at least 10 
lengths behind on the break. She 
slipped in a wet spot and fell to her 
knees, cutting a quarter on _ her 
near fore, as the gate was sprung. 
However, she regained her footing 
and under a perfect drive by her 
jockey she closed with the leader 
just beyond the 400-yard mark. She 
beat the King entry by a 1-2 length 
at the wire. 


It was the fastest run made dur- 
ing the 21 races run off over the 3 
day meet. The mare stepped the 440- 
yard distance in 22 2-5 seconds, in 
her qualifying race, the first after- 
noon. 


Discussion of whether a_ top- 
notch shorthorse could ever outrun 
a truly great Thoroughbred for the 
first 1-4 mile, can go on_ forever, 
since it is hardly probable the two 
will ever meet. Suffice it to say that 
the sprinter is timed from a flatfoot- 
ed start out of a gate and the ‘“hot- 
blood” always gets a move at the 
clock, since time is taken at the 
eastern and west coast tracks after 
the runners cross the marker, “two 
strides from the gate.”
